Dear Brethren in the Lord: Weare glad indeed to report 
another session of our body held in peace and love, and we re- 
joice in your presence with us; mingling together in the worship 
and service of God. We want you to know that we deeply ap- 
preciate your fellowship and brotherly visits and with all our 
hearts we welcome you among us. If you deem us worthy, we 
beg you to continue your visits among us. 


You will note dear brethren, from the minutes of this 
session that, we have dropped the formality of associational 
correspondence. Our reasons for this are, first, the unnecessary 
time taken up in our session of going through this formality of 
calling for and returning correspondence. We believe that, 
primarily, the association was organized by our forefathers for 
the purpose of worshipping God and to carry on as little busi- 
ness as possible and consistent with maintaining the organiza- 


tion. Therefore, the time should not be consumed by unneces- 
sary and useless formality. Second, we have witnessed the 
sad fact that it is the medium through which many hurtful dis- 
putes and troubles among brethren have been brought to our 
body. Instead of confining these troubles to the church or com-

DECORUM. 


1. The Association shall be composed of members chosen 
by-the churches in our union and duly sent to represent them 
in the Association, who shall be members whom they judge best 
qualified for that purpose, producing letters from their churches 
certifying their appointment, shall be entitled to seats. 

2. In the letters from the churches shall be expressed their 
members in full fellowship, those baptized, received by letter, 
on confession of faith, dismissed, excommunicated and died since 
last Association. 

3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be de- 
nominated the ECHECONNEE ASSOCIATION, providing for 
themselves a Moderator and a Clerk, who shall serve them dur- 
ing the session; using the pastor of the church where they as- 
semble or choosing one from the body as they please. 

. As one of the cardinal tenets of faith of the Primitive 
Baptists in that the Old and New Testaments are our only rule 
of faith and practice, and as the Bible recognizes no other religi- 
ous disciplinary power but the Church, where God, in His wis- 
dom, mercy, and in honor of His Son, placed it. 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the union, 
they may petition by letter and delegates, and if found ortho- 
dox and orderly, shall be received by the Association and mani- 
fested by the Moderator giving the delegates the right hand of 
fellowship. 

6. The names of the members of the Association shall be 
enrolled by the Clerk, and called over as often as the Associa- 
tion may require. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a true record 
of the proceedings of the Association. 


8. The minutes of the Association shall be read and sign- 
ed by the Moderator and Clerk before the Association adjourns. 


g. Amendments to this form of government may be made 
at any time by a majority of the union, when they deem it 
necessary. 


10. To correspond with sister Associations of the same 
faith and order. 


11. The Association shall have power to adjourn them- 
selves to any future time or place they may think most conven- 
ient to the churches in the union. 


12. It is also agreed that nothing shall be so construed in 
the above as to interfere with the fellowship and communion 
of the churches or brethren of this union, or with those with 
whom we may correspond, directly or indirectly; and nothing 
shall be presented to this body, as a query, or question bearing 
on the same, but shall be considered by the churches, as we 
believe is directed by the Holy Scriptures. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


Ist. We believe in one true and living God, and that there 
are three persons in the God-head—the Father, the Son and the 
Holy Ghost. 


2nd. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Tes- 
taments are the Word of God, and the only rule of faith and 
practice. 


3rd. We believe in the doctrine of eternal and particular 


. election. 


4th. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

5th. We believe in man’s impotency to recover himself 
from the fallen state he is in by nature, by his own free will and 
ability. 

6th. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of 
God by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 

7th. We believe that God’s elect shall be called regener- 
ated and sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 

8th. We believe that saints shall persevere in grace, and 
never finally fall away. 


oth. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are. 


ordinances and washing of the saint’s feet an example of Jesus 
Christ and that true believers are the proper subjects. We be- 
lieve immersion the only mode of Baptism.
